The Beautiful Activist Awards, presented by Germaine Monteil Cos- 
metiques Corporation to volunteer women across the United States, were 
presented for the third time in New York City, on Friday, October 3rd, 
at the Plaza Hotel to 20 women representing Hospital Auxilians, Trust- 
ees and Volunteers. 


The award has been presented to over 600 women in 17 states in 
recognition of their outstanding volunteer activities. 


Whether they are members of hospital auxiliaries, boards of trustees 
Or inservice volunteer programs, this year's Beautiful Activists repre- 
sent the contributions made by the voluntary sector to improving pa- 
tient services, community health and sound philanthropic support for 
hospitals. 


Auxilians have a dual commitment, to their own auxiliary organi- 
zations and to the hospitals they serve. Well known for their ability 
to raise money, auxilians also are esteemed for their work in health 
legislation, medical careers, voluntary blood procurement and in fur- 
thering humanization of patient services. 


Hospital boards of trustees are responsible for shaping hospital 
Pouscy. es ithein impact on health care in the city is enormous. The 
Beautiful Activists being honored as trustees demonstrate that more and 
more women are being sought for this important responsibility, in recog- 
nition of their long and close connections with their hospitals. 


Inservice volunteers, working under directors of volunteer service 
departments in their hospitals, make a unique contribution. Last year 
nearly 25,000 of these workers gave nearly 3 1/2 million hours of ser- 
vice to the voluntary and municipal hospitals in New York City. 


This year The Hospital for Special Surgery was singularly honored, 
by having award recipients in all three categories: in the category 
of Auxilians, Mrs. David Reuter; in the category of Trustees, Mrs. Ed- 
win I. Hilson, and in the category of Volunteers, Mrs. Yvonne Andre-

Auxilian 


Charlotte Hone Reuter is a 
dedicated volunteer whose personal 
preference is to help others. Multi- 
talented and creatively clever, 
especially with her hands, Mrs. 
Reuter uses her inborn talents and 
learned skills to benefit both the 
individual and the community. 


Friends and member volunteers 
look at Mrs. Reuter in awe for her 
professional yet practical crea- 
tivity in needlepoint, pettipoint, 
knitting, and crocheting. Personal 
satisfaction comes from donating 
most of her handiwork to the 
hospital Gift Shop, as well as to 
benefits to help raise money. A 
member volunteer remarked, "Ata 
recent benefit, Mrs. Reuter do- 
nated His & Her pettipoint belts; 
her detailed workmanship was mag- 
nificent." 


Since 1954,Mrs. Reuterhas ser- 
ved as an auxiliary member of the 
Hospital for Special Surgery. In 
1974 she was elected Chairman of 
the Women's Auxiliary, a position 
which she has held to this date. 
While Chairman of Occupational 
Therapy from 1956 thru 1971, Mrs. 
Reuter directed her creative tal- 
ents to develop new and productive 
skills best suited to the physical 
handicap of the patient. 


Mrs. Reuter's ability to or- 
ganize and plan has utilized her 
unusual combination of talents to 
assist patients on an individual 
basis; the entire hospital organi- 
zation on an administrative level; 
and the community of health care 
facilities as a whole through her 
activities on behalf of the United 
Hospital Fund. 


BEAUTIFUL ACTIVIST: YVONNE 
ANDRE-ISTEL 
Volunteer 


Yvonne Andre-Istel began her 
service as a hospital volunteer 
during World War IIin her native 
France. When the imminent arrival 
of the Nazis forced the Istel fa- 


milly toeflee“to ‘the United States, 
Madame Andre-Istel became a vol- 
unteer for French War Relief. 


In 1950, Yvonne Andre-Istel 
joined the volunteer staff at the 
Hospital and has recently cele- 
brated her twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary with 19,000 hours of service. 


For many years, Madame Andre- 
Tsted worked in the Out—Patient 
Department with patients suffering 
from polio and multiple sclerosis. 
Madame Andre-Istel acted as an 
assistant and aide to the doctors 
and nurses, freeing them from non- 
professional duties. 


Mrs. Istel teaches French in 
PS. 402, *the Boardsof Educationgs 
special school for children who are 
hospitalized in Special Surgery. 
The classes range from kindergarten 
to 12th grade, and the kids come 
to P.S. 402 in wheelchairs, in 
traction and sometimes in full body 
casts. French lessons have proved 
to be excellent therapy for these 
children, as well as for the adult 
patients at HSS. It allows them 
to use their minds, and’ get avyieais 
ing of accomplishment while they 
are hospitalized. 


Madame Andre-Istel is a mag- 
nificent seamstress too, an 
attribute that Central Sterile 
Supply puts to good use. Madame 
Andre-Istel, aided by Miss Yolande 
Salzat, another volunteer, hand 
sews almost a thousand special 
slings a year. Each sling takes 
about half an hour to sew and they 
are done at home in the evening. 


In 1974, Mrs. Istel was 
awarded the Germain B. Wilson 
"Volunteer of the Year" silver bowl 
by the Women's Auxiliary of Special 
Surgery. She was also honored by 
the government of France with the 
Medaille de la Reconnaissance for 


her work during World Wars I and 
cal.
